Preserving 
Christmas 
Greenery 


Following a few simple rules will help 
preserve the freshness and natural beauty 
of your Christmas tree, greens and holiday 
plants, suggests the Massachusetts 
Department of Food and Agriculture. 

Until you are ready to decorate the tree, 
it should be kept in a bucket of water out- 
doors or in a cool place, such as a garage, 
breezeway or porch. — 

When it’s time to trim the tree, make a 
fresh cut across the trunk so the tree will 
absorb more water and set the tree up ina 
container or holder filled with water. 
Check the tree daily as some trees need as 
much as a pint of water per day, especial- 
ly in a warm room. 

To avoid any fire hazard, never place a 
tree near a source of heat-radiators, 
fireplace or heater. Trees kept in a cool, 
humid area will also last longer. 

Some tree species such as the pines and 
firs normally retain their needles longer 
than spruce, but all will last well if treated 
properly.

J. Maynard Austin has been appointed 
town manager in Franklin, Mass. 

Austin, who resigned his position as 
manager in Andover in October, 1977, will 
be the first manager for the Norfolk com- 
munity of 20,000. 

He will begin his new duties on Jan. 2. 

The manager charter in Franklin 
provides for the manager to be responsible 
to a 15-member town council. There is no 
town meeting. 

Austin, who maintained residence here 
since his resignation over a year ago, serv- 
ed as Andover manager for eight years. In 
1977, the administrator had difficulty 
when his three-year reappointment was 
nearing expiration. Selectmen in January 
of that year announced he would not be 
reappointed, when the term expired in 
September. But a change in the 
membership of the board in the March 
election resulted in an April announce- 
ment that he would be retained. 

In August, as the reappointment date ap- 
proached, selectmen found ‘‘legal 
problems,” barring a two-year contract. 
In October, Austin submitted his resigna- 
tion informing the board that such action 
was in the best interests of the town, since 
it could not function properly with the 
manager’s status in doubt. 

Andover’s third town manager, Austin 
began his Andover duties in September of 
1969, coming here from Sharon. He had 
served in manager posts in Williamstown, 
Mass. and Maine communities prior to 
that. 

During his tenure here he was honored 
by the International City Manager’s 
Association for 25 years of municipal ad- 
ministrative service.

The position is 
to provide for a smooth transition of anew 
administrator, upon retirement of Chief 
David L. Nicoll next year. 

Johnson was recommended to Town 
Manager Jared S.A. Clark by a panel 
which interviewed the three candidates 
for the post created with the approval of 
the October town meeting. 

The administrative assistant position 
becomes effective next Tuesday, and will 
have an annual salary grade of $26,000. 

Town Manager Clark said that Johnson 
was the unanimous selection of the three 
member panel which included Danvers 
Town Manager Robert Curtis, Westford 
Police Chief Joseph Connell and Andover 
Fire Chief William T. Downs. 

While the intent of the new position is to 
have the new appointee move into the 
chief’s position upon Nicoll’s retirement, 
Johnson must still take the civil service 
examination in February in order to 
qualify for the top spot on a permanent 
basis. Clark said he felt that the examina- 
tion process will probably confirm the fin- 
dings of the interview panel which made 
its recommendation on Tuesday.

One day solav power may be obtained by 
means of satellites orbiting the earth at a 
distance of 35,200 kilometers, where the 
sun shines almost constantly. In its new 
Energy exhibit, Boston’s Museum of 
Science says designers believe one such 
satellite could produce as much as 5000 
megawatts of power. (An average fossil- 
fueled power plant produces 1000 
megawatts. ) 
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One way to produce electrical power 
that is now under consideration is Ocean 
Thermal Energy Conversion, using solar 
energy stored in the earth’s rivers and 
oceans. An OTEC generator would use the 
22 degrees Celsius temperature 
differences between upper and lower 
ocean depths to produce electricity, accor- .

Record Attendance At Museum 


Boston’s Museum of Science announces 
record-breaking attendance and income 
gains in its recently issued 1977-78 Annual 
Report. 

Museum Director Bradford Washburn 
Said the Museum continued to draw more 
people than any local, fee-charging attrac- 
tion — except the Red Sox. Last fiscal 
year’s 976,000 visitors, up 12.3% over the 
previous year, brought to 13% million the 
number that have come to the Museum 
since it opened at Science Park 27 years 
ago. (The 14-millionth was recorded in 
November of the current fiscal year.) 

In commenting on income and fund- 
raising, President Mark C. Wheeler noted 
in the Report that the Trustees voted in 
the spring to begin construction on a Hall 
of Energy, with the plan of raising the 
necessary funds while construction is un- 
derway. A letter accompanying the 
Report states that $1.5 million must be 
raised in the next ten months to avoid 
borrowing. 

Wheeler said the Museum received $2,- 
632,000 in gifts and pledges for the 1977-78 
period. The bulk of that amount went 
toward the goals of the 150th Anniversary 
Campaign, to be concluded in 1980. A ma- 
jor impetus was provided, he said, by the 
receipt of two federal challenge grants. 
Response to these brought in 2000 gifts, in- 
cluding donations from 709 new sup- 
porters. Since May, 1975 when the Cam- 
paign started, the Museum has raised 
more than $7 million toward its $10 million 
goal. 

The Charles Hayden Planetarium also 
experienced record-breaking attendance, 
the Report said. More than 400,000 people, 
some 28% above the previous year, saw 
the programs. Another 108,159 attended 
the evening Laser Magic shows. 

School group visits were high, with 200,- 
694 children coming in 4044 class groups 
both from Massachusetts and other states. 

The Education Department presented a 
series of special programs for boston’s 
McKay and Philbrick schools and 
boradened ongoing programs with the 
Roxbury and charlestown Boys’ Clubs. 

Among new exhibits installed, the An- 
nual Report called attention to the one on 
Vesuvious, arranged as a back-up of the 
exhibit on Pompeii at the Museum of Fine 
Arts. The cooperative effort included a 
reciprocal admission for the two in- 


stitutions’ members, the first such 
arrangement between art and science 
museums.

Conservation: Problems, Solutions 


An exhibit, on display in the foyer of the 
James Duncan Phillips Library of the 
Essex Institute of Salem now through 
March, provides rather dramatic ex- 
amples of the problems of paper 
deterioration plus many of the solutions 
which the conservation field has devised. 
Many of the restoration techniques and

Among 
the basic techniques used in the conserva- 
tion of deteriorated materials are: 
deacidification, surface cleaning with dry 
cleaning pads and erasers, mending 
and/or backing with Japanese tissues, and 
leafcasting.

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The Christ Church Professional Nursery 
for the Handicapped is a non-profit agency 
which provides special educational 
programs for handicapped infants and pre- 
schoiol children in Northeastern 
Massachusetts. 

The Agency is licensed by the 
Massachusetts Office for Children, 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health and the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education. Agency offices and 
classrooms are located in the Christ 
church Education Building on Central 
Street in Andover. Over 200 handicapped 
children and their families have been 
served by the agency in the last five years. 

The agency programs, sponsored by the 
Parish of Christ Church, serve children of 
all races, creeds and cultures. Two 
programs are offered: the first is a day 
school program for children aged 18 
monthes to seven years, and the second is 
a home-based early intervention program 
for infants aged birth to three years.

Admission to both programs is based 
solely on the needs of each child and the 
agency’s ability to meet those needs. All 
children currently enrolled receive full 
tuition scholarships. Associated suppor- 
ting services such as individual or group 
counseling, testing evaluation, and inter- 
agency referral are also provided free of 
charge to families of the children. 

Both programs are funded from public 
and private sources. Partial funding is 
received from the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health, Massachusetts 
Department of Mental Health, and towns 
and cities (PL. Chapter 766). The 
remainder of the funding is provided by 
community groups, church organizations 
and individuals. Donations for 
scholarships, program expansion, special 
equipment and special needs are 
desperately needed and always welcome. 

Cynthia Stocking, R.N. and Very] Ander- 
son, R.N. are Executive Directors of the 
Agency. Gail Taylor, Educational Coor- 
dinator supervises the day school 
educational program, and Maxine Wood, 
R.N., Health and Therapies Coordinator 
oversees the medical aspects. Together 
they suprvise a staff which includes, five 
teachers, four teachers assistants, a staff 
nurse, a registered nutritionist, two social 
workers, two secretaries and physical, oc- 
cupational and speech therapists. A child 
psychologist, a child psychiatrist , a 
pediatrician and a pediatrition genetic 
specialist serve the children and their 
families on a part-time consulting basis. 

Since the nursery was founded five 
years ago, expansion and growth have 
been constant. Last year a hot lunch 
program was started for the day school 
program and the home-based early in- 
tervention program was established. This

year, the therapies program for the 
nursery was expanded. 

The hot lunch program was established 
with the help of Richard Barron and Supt. 
of Schools Kenneth Seifert of the Andover 
school system. Andover high school 
students constructed a special service 
area in the education building so that hot 
meals could be served to the children 
enrolled in the day school program. 

The home-based Early Intervention 
Program was established with the 
asistance of the Lawrence Area Board. 
The program which is funded by the 
Massachusetts Department of Mental 
Health and Mental Retardation, serves in- 
fants from birth to three years who live in 
Greater Lawrence. Thanks to this 
program, educational therapeutic and sup- 
portive services are provided at a time 
when they are critically needed. Teachers, 
nurses, social workers, therapists, a psy-

chologist, and a nutritionist visit the home 
of handicapped infants to work with the 
children and help their families. 

The new Integrated Therapies Program 
has recently been made possible by a 
Federal Grant. Under this Grant, 
physical,: occupational and speech 
therapists work with the children right in 
the classrooms. Before this program, 
children were separated from their groups 
for isolated therapy sessions. Th expanded 
program also allows therapists to train 
and supervise teachers and their 
assistants in the proper use of therapeutic 
techniques. Parents are invited to visit the 
clasrooms to observe and learn ap- 
propriate techniques for their own 
children. 

Educational and therapeutic techniques 
are planned and implemented through 
play. Play is an important part of every 
child’s world. Play is every child’s natural 


lunch. 


A Typical Day 


Upon a visit to the day school, one might 


observe several children in a classroom 
clustered in small groups engrossed in 
various play activities. 

A group of three children might be at the 
water table with a teacher and the oc- 
cupational therapist. Here the children 
are learning to stand to strengthen their 
legs and to move their hands and arms in 
the water. They are using their muscles 
for movement and balance as well as 
developing their senses of touch, sight and 
hearing. 

Another small group might be listening 
to a story read by a volunteer while others 
may be learning to play cooperatively. 
The speech therapist may be with a child, 
sitting on the floor helping him with 


In another classroom, it might be snack 
time. The teacher and a volunteer have 
helped the children made applesauce for 
their snack. 

In the corridor, the physical therapist 
and a volunteer are helping a toddler learn 
to walk with braces. 

In yet another classroom, it might be 
circle time. One would observe a group of 
seven or eight children sitting in a circle. 

Those children who are unable to sit 
alone are held on the laps of teacher 
assistants, students and volun‘eers. The 
teacher is directing circle time activities. 
Together they sing and participate in 
movement activities to music, listen to 
Short stories and play learning games. 

Here the children learn to listen, par- 
ticipate and play in a group situation. »

learning tool and it is through play that 
every young child develops new skills. For 
this reason, learning at the Nursery is 
fostered primarily through carefully 
directed play. Play activities include art, 
music, cooking, water play, sand play, and 
group times: | 

Another aspect of the program which is 
highly beneficial to the children is a 
cooperative effort between the 
Professional Nursery and The Christ 
Church Nursery School to integrate 
children from the two schools for play and 
large group activities. Elaine Hiehmann, 
Director of the Christ Church Nursery 


‘School, Wendy Mosely, teacher, and 


Karen Hepworth, volunteer teacher, par- 
ticipate in this program which helps 
prepare handicapped children for future 
placement in integrated public school 
classes. 

The Nursery serves as a field site for 
student therapists, teachers, and nurses. 
Agreements between the school and 
numerous New England colleges and un- 
iversities permit students to observe and 
learn about special education in the day 
school setting. In addition to college 
students, there are several students from 
the Greater Lawrence Vocational High 
School and Andover High School who 
receive credit for the time they work with 
the children in the day school. 

In addition to the students, a large group 
of volunteers offer their time and services 
to the professional nursery. These 
dedicated people come from all walks of 
life to unselfishly bring their special in- 
terests and skills to the children. 
Volunteers include the many students, 
professionals, grandparents, parents and 
people who just like to be with children. 
Volunteers help the children participate in 
program activities, they help the staff 
with outdoor play, «vith the lunch program 
and with numerous other program func- 
tions. 

According to Veryl Anderson, the 
volunteer staff was instrumental in the 
rapid expansion of the day program by 
providing the individual attention demand- 
ed by each child. ‘‘Expansion of the 
program would not have been possible 
without volunteers,’’ she said. Mrs. Stock- 
ing added that ‘‘There continues to be a 
great need for volunteer support if the 
program is to continue to serve the com- 
munity.’’ Mrs. Stocking indicated that per- 
sons desiring to offer their time or finan- 
cial support may call or write to the Christ 
Church Professional Nursery for the Han- 
dicapped, 25 Central St., Andover, 
Massachusetts 01810. 
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Traffic Problems Noted 


A group calling themselves the West An- 
dover Citizens Concerned for Safety 
presented a petition to Andover selectmen 
Monday night calling for stricter traffic 
controls on Lowell St. near Rutgers Rd. 

The spokesman for the group, Martin 
Greenstein of 3 Rutgers Road, said they 
were concerned because Lowell Street 
posted at 45 miles per hour, but, he said, 
cars now travel the road at speeds up to 65 
miles per hour. 

He said this presents a danger to 
pedestrians, particularly children. 

Reading from the petition, Greenstein 
cited four building projects which he said 
will increase the traffic on Lowell. 

They are: a 32-home development 
Greenstein said is being planned for the 
area and which he estimated would add 64 
more cars to the regular traffic now enter- 


He offered three solutions to the 
problem: increase the Andover Police 
patrol of the area; install more street 
lights there; install traffic lights or stop 
signs on Lowell St. at Haggetts Pond Road 
and Rutgers Road. 

He said he also favored lowering the 
speed limit on Lowell to 30 miles per hour. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
that since Lowell St. is state Route 133, the 
suggestions to change the speed limit and 
add stop signs or traffic lights must be 
considered by the state department of 
transportation. 

Selectman Albert Cole, Jr., said that the 
Town of Andover could decide on the in- 
creasing of patrols and the installation of 
more street lights, and said he should 
forward the petition to the traffic com- 
mittee for their consideration.

Unusual Flag 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

Through the kind offices of Mr. Charles 
Dolben of the Arkwright Insurance Co., 
my family and I will be living at the old 
Shattuck Farm until such time as a final 
disposition is made concerning the proper- 
ty. We have been in residence since the 
first week of Novemb er. 

No doubt some of you folks haved notic- 
ed something unusual going on with the 
flagpole. While we do have some 
American flags, we also have a red flat 
with the word Liberty across the bottom. 
Please rest assured that unless your sym- 
pathies be with Kind George III, this is not 
a radical flag. In fact, it predates the more 
familiar ‘‘Betsy Ross’’ flag of the 
Revolutionary War. 

In Huntington, New York, our 
hometown, a paper was published in June 
1774 known as the Declaration of Rights. 
Many of the points outlined in this docu- 
ment were later incorporated into the Bill 
of Rights. The flag at that time consisted, 
to the best of our knowledge, of the stan- 
dard British Union Jack. When the 
Declaration of Rights was published, the 
flag was altered to show the Union Jack in 
one corner, a bright red field, and the 
legend ‘‘Liberty’’ and ‘‘George III’’ in

white letters across the bottom. 

This flag lasted about two years until 
July 22, 1776 when Huntington received its 
copy of the Declaration of Independence. 
The document was read on the village 
green to the accompaniment of much 
cheering and celebration by the Hun- 
tington Militia and the townspeople. 
Then, to show that their hearts were in the 
right place, the people hauled down the 
flag, removed the Union Jack and 
‘George III,’”’ made a black powder-filled 
effigy of George wrapped in a Union Jack, 
and ran him up a pole where he conse- 
quently exploded, They also created the 
Liberty Flag. 

The new flag consisted of a bright red 
field with the world ‘‘Liberty’”’ across the 
bottom. This flag was carried by a seven- 
company contingent of the Huntington 
Militia into the Battle of Long Island that 
August. 

The Liberty Flag did not last very long, 
being captured by Hessians at the close of 
the battle. It was subsequently packed off 
to Germany where it was kept in a 
museum and eventually destroyed by 
Allied forces in World War II. 

The flag itself was described by the Hes-

Glaucoma is an in- 
creasingly serious eye dis- 
ease which occurs most 
frequently in persons over 
the age of 30, and affects at 
least 2 per cent of in- 
dividuals over 40.

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Postal Volume 


Reported High 


The Andover Post Office reported high 
volume Christmas mailing this week, and 
offered suggestions for getting last-minute 
mail to its destination on time. 

According to Michael J. Curran, Officer 
in Charge of the Andover office, volume is 
high, but he said the mail is “flowing 
smoothly.”’ 

He said the volume of mail this Christ- 
mas season, as measured by stamp sales, 
is slightly higher than last year. From 
Dec. 1 to Dec. 14, the Andover post office 
sold $48,810.96 worth of stamps. They sold 
$48,097.53 worth during the same period 
last year. 

As a comparison, sales for the entire 
month of September were $53,360.72. 

Curran said that it is not too late to send 
letters and packages and still have them 
arrive in time for Christmas using a new 
service of the post office called express 
mail. 

The express mail system offers two dis- 
tinct services. One is mail from post office 
to post office, and the other is from post 
office direct to the addressee. 

Under the first system, mail sent from 
an express post office by 5 p.m. will reach 
any other express post office by 10 a.m.

the next day. Rates are determined by the 
weight of the item being sent, and the 
postal district it is being sent to. 

Andover is an express office, but not all 
post offices are part of the system. Check 
the post office for a list of member 
branches. 

The person who is to receive the mail 
must be notified ahead of time when it will 
arrive and at what post office. 

The second express service promises 
that mail brought to an express post office 
by 5 p.m. will be delivered directly to the 
addressee by 3 p.m. the next day. This ser- 
vice is not available to addressees on rural 
routes. 

There is a money back guarantee on the 
postage if the mail does not reach its 
destination by the specified time, and all 
mail sent via this system is insured up to 
$500. 

In order to handle the increase in parcel 
post traffic, Curran said the regional dis- 
tribution center in Springfield, which 
serves the six-state New England region, 
added two shifts on both Saturday and Sun- 
day.

letters. A local newspaper account, 
published the day after the creation of the 
Liberty Flag, gives the details of that day.

In 1974, the Huntington Militia was reac- 
tivated as a town-sponsored educational 
group for the purpose of demonstrating 
the ar ts of Revolutionary War drill, war- 
fare, and camp life.

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WASHINGTON — There 
is alarm in the Pentagon 
over America’s declining 
technology. The United 
States has already fallen 
behind the other major 
industrial powers in ship- 
building and steelmaking. 

There has also been a 
disturbing drop in U.S. pro- 
ductivity. Basic research 
has fallen off. The Ger- 
mans and Japanese are 
challenging U.S. suprem- 
acy in electronics, and the 
Soviets are catching up. 

Defense Secretary Har- 
old Brown has warned 
President Carter that our 
technological lead over the 
Soviets is declining dan- 
gerously. Any further ero- 
sion could jeopardize the 
national security. 

Take computers, for 
example. Our superior 
computers have given us 
an edge over the Soviets. 
Increasingly, our national 
security has become de- 
pendent on computers. In 
the event of another war, 
they would play a major 
role, possibly a decisive 
one. 

The Pentagon spends $10 
billion a year on its com- 
puter systems. Yet there is 
alarming evidence that the 
Pentagon’s computer pro- 
grams are plagued by s2- 
rious problems. 

This is the conclusion of 
a special White House task 
force. We have obtained a 
copy of their unpublished 
report. 

“The Air Force is no 
longer the leader it once 
was in its computing,” 
states the document. ‘‘Ob- 
solete equipment, persons 
with out-of-date skills, a 
stifling bureaucracy and 
inadequate management 
... have resulted in Margin- 
ally functioning computer 


AMP Graduate 


Nicholas D. Aznoian of Andover, vice 
president of finance for Nypro, Inc., Clin- 
ton, was 8raduaged from Harvard 
Business School’s Advanced M 
Program (AMP). His AMP class, Har- 
vard’s 79th, was composed of 162 high- 
level executives from business firms and 
public organizations. They came from the 
United States and 18 other countries. 

The Advanced Management Program 
was established at Harvard in 1943. It is 
the oldest, longest, and largest program 


for senior executives,

utilization.”’ 

That’s not all. The report 
warns urgently: ‘‘Most 
computer sites in the Air 
Force ... offer vulnerable 
targets to either a nuclear 
attack or sabotage.”’ 

The Navy is not doing 
any better. ‘‘Today’s Navy 
cannot function without 
computers,’’ says the 
report, but ‘‘Navy man- 
agement of the computer 
resource is not adequately 
coordinated.”’ 

In fact, the report 
declares, ‘‘there is techni- 
cal deterioration and obso- 
lesence in much of the 
computing equipment in 
all three services.”’ 


The Public Pays: The 
president has promised to 
Slash government spend- 
ing to set an example in his 
war against inflation. We 
have seen some of his 
preliminary budget fore- 
casts, which show how he 
hopes to accomplish this. 


He hopes to reduce the 
Interior Department budg- 
et, for example, by charg- 
ing the public more for 
recreation. The fees for 
visiting national parks will 
be doubled over the next 
two years. White House 
budget experts predict that 
the higher fees will add $12 
million to the treasury in 
1980 alone. 


The budget for wildlife 
refuges and for construc- 
tion in national parks will 
be cut back by almost $100 
million. And the conserva- 
tion fund will be slashed by 
more than $124 million. 
The National Park Ser- 
vice, incidentally, will be 
given no money to support 
the performing arts. 

But there will be some 
increases. The budget will 
be tripled for recreation

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centers in urban areas. 
There may also be some 
increases for natural gas 
production and coal leases. 

Last summer, Interior 
Secretary Cecil B. Andrus 
took President Carter on a 
raft trip down the Snake 
River. This was supposed 
to dramatize how much 
they loved the outdoors. 
But the secret budget fig- 
ures indicate that the pres- 
ident is more concerned 
about energy production 
than wilderness preserva- 
tion. 

It also looks as if the 
increased cost of operating 
the national parks will be 
borne by those who visit 
them. 

Canal Connection: When 
the United States gives up 
control of the Panama 
Canal, narcotics smug- 
glers will find it much 
easier to smuggle their 
wares. 

This is the fear ex- 
pressed in confidential re- 
ports we have obtained 
from the files of the Drug 
Enforcement Administra- 
tion. Even now, U.S. Cus- 
toms agents suspect, some 
ships passing through the 
canal are laden with tons 
of marijuana. American 
officials fear that once the 
Panamanians take control, 
more dope-smuggling 
Ships will slip by 
unchecked. 

When a vessel is sus- 
pected of carrying illegal 
cargo, Canal Zone authori- 
ties sometimes are tipped 
off and the ship is thor- 
oughly searched. But when 
the Panamanians take 
over, Canal Zone officials 
will lose the limited au- 
thority they now have. 
Even the lax customs pro- 
cedures now in use will be 
eliminated, and U.S. law 


will have no force. 

Monkey Business: The 
National Cancer Institute 
has made monkeys out of 
the taxpayers. Three years 
ago, officials of the insti- 
tute paid a New Jersey 
firm $10,000 to obtain 10 
gibbons for research pur- 
poses. Gibbons are ape- 
like mammals commonly 
found in Asia. 

The New Jersey com- 
pany has already spent 
most of the $10,000, and, so 
far, not a single gibbon has 
been delivered. Govern- 
ment auditors have found 
that the company has no 
full-time staff, no office 
space, and it is not even in 
the business of supplying 
research animals. 


Watch on Waste: Presi- 
dent Carter has asked the 
bureaucrats to cut down on 
official travel, but officials 
at the Peace Corps appar- 


‘ently haven’t gotten the 


message. Employees there 
have spent $190,000 in the 
last three months traveling 
to meetings. A spokesman 
said it was just impossible 
for the traveling bureau- 
crats to conduct their busi- 
ness by phone. 


Headlines and Foot- 
notes: Rep. Robert Kas- 
ten, R-Wis., chose not to 
run for re-election, has put 
his Washington home up 
for sale and the taxpayers 
are helping out. He is using 
official stationery ‘to ad- 
vertise the sale to his col- 
leagues and government 
messengers to deliver 
them ...

75 Years Ago — December 1903 

Superintendent of Schools Corwin F. 
Palmer gave a very interesting and in- 
structive illustrated address on the 
Yellowstone National Park, at Abbott 
Academy Hall last Saturday afternoon. 
The pictures were exceedingly beautiful. 

A surgical operation was performed on 
the throat of Miss Bessie O’Sullivan by Dr. 
Conroy assisted by Dr. Daly. Superinten- 
dent of schools C. F. Palmer was present.
